Washing ton, May 5.— President Wil­ 
son has comp leted the ro ster of the 
federal reserve board which will in­ 
a ug ura te the op eration of the bank ing 
sy stem p rovided by the recently en­ 
acted currency law. 
T h e p resident has invited five men 
rep resenting different sections of the 
co untry to form the board, tog ether 
with Secretary of the T reasury Mc- 
Adoo and Controller of the Currency 
Williams. 
T h e live selections are: 
Richard Olney of 
Boston, 
former 
secretary of state. 
H a rry A. W heeler of Chicag o, m er­ 
c hant and banker. 
Paul Warbur g of New York, bank e r 
W. P. G. Harding of Birming ham, 
Ala., bank er. 
Dr. A. C. Miller of San Francisco, 
authority on finance. 
Althoug h the p resident has offered 
the g overnorship to Mr. Olney , word 
of his accep tance was still awaited. 
Friends here were Inclined to believe 
he would not decline. 
T h e ambas sadors hip to Great Brit­ 
ain was offered to Mr Olney early last 
y ear, but he exp ressed an unwilling ­ 
ness to leave the country because of 
his business interests. 
Althoug h Mr. Olney is seventy -eig ht 
y ears old, he is active, and has had a 
long exp erience in the business and 
financial world, which the p resident 
and his advisers believe would esp e­ 
cially qualify him to be head of the 
reserve board. 
With the selection of the 12 reg ion­ 
al reserve banks, the org anization of 
the board has been the most vital 
step In the op eration of the new cur­ 
rency law. 
The bank s are being or­ 
g anized and the exp ectation of officials 
is th at within anoth er month the e n­ 
tire sy stem will be in full swing , al­

there are

The comp lete board will consist of 
seven mem bers at salaries of $12,000 
a y ear. 
The secretary of the treasury 
and the comp troller of the currency 
are ex-officio members, and the five 
other membe rs are ap p ointed by the 
p resident. 
T he law stip ulates that the 
mem bers should be ap p ointed w ith ref­
